Cowsheds.— During  the  year  seven  persons  were  regis¬ 
tered  as  Cowkeepers  and  one  new  cowshed  constructed. 


Prosecutions.— Of  the  two  Prosecutions  under  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1875,  one  was  in  respect  of  the  unsatis¬ 
factory  flooring  and  draining  of  a  cowshed.  A  specification 
of  the  work  considered  necessary  was  sent  in  at  defendant’s 
request,  but  was  only  carried  out  after  the  case  had  been  twice 
adjourned.  The  second  concerned  insufficient  privy  accom¬ 
modation  in  four  cottages.  Here  again,  the  case  was  twice 
adjourned,  but  eventually  the  existing  vault  closets  were 
converted  into  pail  closets  in  a  satisfactory  manner.
